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In the early' nineties Mr. Fitzgibbon was employed for a short time as a 


clerk in the building association and an effort was made to show that one 
of the discrepancies is in .Mr. Fitzgibbon's writing;.. Flushed with right- 
eous rage, Mr. •FWzgib'bpn .declared to the court. that he could and would 
prove that at th<|;tnne the discrepancyoccurred, as shown by the books, HE 
WAS- IN COLLEGE AT NOTRE DAME, IND. Later Mr. Owens for the de- 
fense, admitted Jo. Mr. Fitzgibbon that the defense did not thinly that he, 
.Fitzgibbon, had pfqnted^ by any irregularities at the association, and Mr. 
Owen said he woulfl. "square" Mr|'Fitzgibbon'to the jury before the case is 
ended. Mr. Owen said his purpose was to;get at Mr. Weber, the expert. 


At the noonrrecess Mr. Fitzgibhon went after the lawyers for Lingafelter

When John B..^ Moore w.as on the witness stand

morning, Mr. 


Owen for the defense said:

Paris, Feb. 23.—A semi-official state- 


ment appears here relative to the 
work of the international commission 
which has been considering the North 
sea incident. It is as follows: "The 
Hull commission met in the ministry 
of "foreign'affairs in order to proceed 
to a final''eM^iination of the report 
recapitulating^.-1 its 
conclusions. The 


principal author is Admiral Von Spaun 
(Austrian), butall the members of the 
commission collaborated in drawing it 
up. The commission gives no opinion 
on the question^pf the presence or ab 
sence of JapaneSe torpedo boats in the 
North sea, declaring merely that the 
Russian admiral legitimately believed 
:hat his squadron was endangered and 
that he Mad the right under the circum 
stances to "act .as he did. The com- 
missioners refer, to the Russian gov- 
ernment's engagements to indemnify 
the victims of the deplorab'e incident. 


The report will be sent by special 


messengers to the Russian and British 
;overnments, ngt because it is subject 
to modifieationsAat the instance of one 
or other of the-jgovernments. the com- 
•mission's-' decision- -being—withorrt- ap-- 
pea'I, but the commissioners do not 
wish the powers interested to'learn 
•hrough the press of the last public 
sitting and the conclusions reached. 
There is nothing in the preliminary 
communication or report except an act 
of deference. 


The public sitting for the reading of 


:he conclusions will probably be held 
on Saturday. The admirals will not be 
n

uniform. 
The 
proceedings 


probably will be closed by a speech of 
hanks by Admiral Fournier, president 
of the commission, to his colleagues. 
Members of the commission refused 
either to confirm or deny the forego- 
ng statement, but officials having fav- 
orable opportunities to judge of the re- 
sults of the inquiry regard the state- 
ment as substantially correct. 


British Indignant. 


London, Feb. 23.-—A strong chord

AVJlliam R. Harper, president of the Institution, formerly principal of the 
academic department of Dcni.soii University at Granville, O., yesterday after- 
noon underwent a serious surgical operation in the Presbyterian hospital. 


For nealy two years Dr. Harper has l>e.en afflicted with severe pains in 


the abdomen _and_about oue^ear^aKl^uniierweu.t an OBergiion.foivappendicitis. 
"Th1*rdtd Hot' res'uirin"iJernianfent"frri!)rovomot. ami it was finally 
decided 


that a secod operation was necessary. 


It was generally thought by the physicians (.hat if, would reveal cancerous 


condition of the intestines near the head of the colon. This diagnosis was 
confirmed by the operation yesterday afternoon. 


The operation from a surgical standpoint, was a success. 
The patient 


rallied splendidly from the shock, and is in a condition that gives every prom- 
ise of an early recovery from the effects of the operation. 


The ultimate recovery of Dr. Harper is ;> mailer on which the physicians 


decline to commit themselves, but merely express -UK- reasonable hope that 
the disease may be checked." 


It was found that Dr. Harper was afflicted with carcinoma of the poster- 


ior head of the. colon, and the disease had.progressed ~o far that it was found 
impossible to remove all of the diseased tissue.

Washington, Feb. 23.—The Housq 


committee on Indian affairs today fa- 
! vorahly reported a resolution calling 
on the secretary of the interior to fur- 
nish the house with, complete informa- 
tipn concerning the leasing of the oil 
lands of the Osage Indians. The reso< 
lution is a substitute for the Stephens 
resolution introduced last night. 


The resolution was adopted by th^ 


House unanimously today. 


Washington, Feb. 23.—Mr. Stephens 


of Texas introduced in the house 
two resolutions addressing inquiries U> 
the secretary of the interior regarding 
the Foster lease of the oil and.gas 
lands belonging to the Osage Indians. 
One resolution calls on the secretary 
to furnish the house with a copy ot 
the Foster lease and of all sub-leasea 
under that parent lease, giving tha 
dates of the approval or rejection and 
all correspondence on the subject. The 
other resolution asks under what acti 
of congress the Foster lease was made 
and under what authority of law tha 
sub-leases were approved. The secre-. 
tary is asked whether he did not ratify; 
the sub-lease to the Almeda companyi 
and whether this was not the first sub- 
lease so ratified, and whether he had 
not previously refused to ratify sub- 
leases. The resolution asks not only, 
for the date of the ratification of the 
Almeda sub-lease, but also calls for a 
list of the officers, directors and stock- 
holders of the Almeda company with 
information as to whether any of these 
persons are "personally known or ia. . 
"any" "way" "related, to iiim "ttn'e secrS-"/-'"'" 
tary), and if so the name of such per- 
son and how related." 


Secretary Hitchcock in a state- 


ment said that he was totally una-- 
ble to recall the Almeda company. 
"I know nobody connected with this 
company." said he, "and the suppos- 
ition that any officer is related to ma 
in any way is absurd. There has been, 
no change of opinion on my part in re- 
gard to the Foster lease. The original 
lease of l,5QO;000 acres of the entire 
Osage reservation was a monopoly.

rights obtained during the administra- 
tion of Mr. Hoke Smith as the secre- 
tary of the interior. It was necessary 
that the rights of the sub-leases un- 
der the original Foster lease should 
be recognized by the department for. 
these sub-leases were taken in good 
faith. 
I have therefore recommended 


an extension of the lease for threa 
years of 080,000 acres."

"The 
Lawyer as a Citizen" is Theme 


Well Handled in the Following 


Address. 


At tho recent annual banquet of the 


J,icking County Bar Ai-sociation, Mr. 
Uil C. Daugherty responded to 
the 


toast, "The lawyer as a Citl/.en." Mr. 
Daugherty spoke as follows: 


These banquets present tue edifying 


spectacle from year to year ot all the 
lawyers in the county who are actively 
engaged in th'e practice of their profes- 
sion uniting -with zeal and harmony to 
do honor to one of their members who 
is like them engaged in the active prac- 
tice of the law. When sixty lawyers, 
without'any of the selfishness or jeal- 
ousies which obtrude in other profes- 
sions, can so unite to pay loving and 
reverent tribute to their compeer and 
their competitor, it proves the inherent 
superiority of the libre of which law- 
yers are built. Other professions may 
meet in memory of their great dead. 
We proclaim, the virtues and the dis- 
tinction of the living. 


In every lawyer's office there should 


be a voice of esteem for the older 
members of the bar who have nobly 
represented 
the profession 
in their 


day. And there should be in the of- 
lice of every older lawyer to whom 
any measure 
of success, no matter 


how little, lias come, a voice of ap 
proval and a hand of help- for every 
young man at the bar. There is per- 
haps no pettier meanness in the exper- 
ienced and successful man than the 
studied and deliberate disparagement 
of the young. The young man just ad- 
mitted to the bar co-operates in the 
spirit of these banquets with the same 
enthusiasm as the rest of us; for he 
knows that he to whom these functions 
are a tribute never lent himself to the 
pettiness or the discourtesy of dispar- 
aging his future. 
. The position of the lawyer in the 
community in which he lives is worthy 
of a moment's reflection. He is an ob- 
server and student of all social, polit- 
ical and business changes. He knows 
the condition of the social structure 
through all its strata and gradations 
from the scum at the bottom to the 
froth on top. He sees the evolution 
of the weak and poor, through the vir- 
tues of self denial and work, to places 
cf wealth and power. He sees the child 
of luxury and ease starting on. the 
pathway of life, surrounded by support- 
ing influences, go down to failure in 
manhood's struggle, 'because he has 
not been trained and tempered for the 
fray. He sees the sceptre of. fashion 
pass from the hand of culture to the 
hand Of gold. 


He sees the rise and fall of political 


parties and watches the mutable mind 
of the people change. He sees the ma- 
chinery of local control and knows the 
methods of its oiling and operation. He 
knows whether those in office, in his 
sphere of action, are-hewing to the line 
in good conscience, or are yielding to 
the impulse of greed and becoming a 
link of "steal" in the great encircling 
chain of Graft 


He sees business enterprises born 


and flourish and decay. He is present 
at the birth and death and burial of 
corporations that are said to be im- 
mortal; and he has aided in their res- 
urrection and been present again at 
their reburial. 


He sees through the seeming into 


the substance of things. He kn 
what men have and their ability to pay 
one hundred cents on the dollar as well 
as the banker does. He knows what 
men are, and what their standard of 
morals is, better than the preacher 
does, for his opportunities to know are 
better. He sees the skeletons in a 
thousand homes that are never put on 
public exhibition ;and he knows that 
the infelicities of marriage are not 
measured 
by the 
divorce 
court 


alone, but that under the same roof 
and at the same table there is marital 
discontent as deep and as bitter as 
ever aired its wounds and told the 
story of its wrongs, real or fancied, in 
public. 


He sees something of the Jekyl and 


Hyde in every life; and knows that 
those who are generally regarded as 
evil and vicious are often controlled by 
impulses of 
gratitude 
and charity. 


While those of whom better things 
should be expected are not above jeal- 
ousy, selfishness, ingratitude and hate. 


What is he to do with all this knowl- 


edge of men and things—with this 
deep insight into the heart and life 
of his fellows? Use it as capital in 
the 
prosecution 
of his 
business? 


Change it through the alchemy of con- 
sultations and trials into dollars for 
the support of wife and babies? Hold 
it for his own private advantage and 
benefit and recognize no pnblic duty to 
the community of which he is a mem- 
ber? Xo. my brothers. Every 
man 


who has tbat which his fellows have 
not .whether it is culture or character 
or mon<?T or knowledge holds his pas- 
session as tnistw for aH men. He may 
try to ]>o a 'tortoise in bis stubborn 


rr^n of shell." but the human voices' 


and nTds and bopc-s and sufferings 
an<i joy? r^aTh him in his isolation and 
rrmiml him that ho is a mere atom in 


? ftid -thai in sympathy and fellow-: 


ship w;th Ins kind alone can he mak^:

with the throbbing heart of humanity 
for the great reason that it is human, 
in every land and under every sky, he 
does not rise to the true nobility of 
life. 
* 


The lawyer is less selfish and con- 


cerns himself more with the welfare of 
his fellows than other men. ,The greed 
of gain does not burn in him and he 
cherishes no dreams of wealth. 


The lust of power has no attractions 


for him, for he knows the penalty and 
the burden. Even handed justice for 
all in the struggle of life, whether rich 
or poor, high or low, proud or humble, 
is his battle cry now and ever more. 


Justice is his cols! and sainted mis 


tress; and his affections for her should 
rise above all tie of home and kindred 
and church and party, determined that 
amid all storms of passion and preju- 
dice and the growls and mutterings of 
mobs, and even though the very heav- 
ens should fall, that his devotion to her 
should never falter even for an instant. 
As he loves justice—as he is ready to 
forego all things 
for her—as he is 


willing to.suffer disappointment, de 
feat and pain with cheerful self sacri- 
fice that she may triumph; so will his 
wooing of the favors of his profession 
win. 
The lawyer as related to. Justice 


is at once soldier and priest. The sol- 
dier may be a coward and the priest a 
knave; and if the lawyer falters in his 
devotion to" Justice he is both -knave 
and coward. In the attempted accom 
plishmen£ of high purpose he has the 
virtues of both at their best. In the 
betrayal of his cause he combines the 
meanness of both when both are mean 
est. 


The lawyer as citizen used his posl 


tion, knowledge, , influence, standing 
and character to conserve and promote 
every genuine public interest and ev- 
ery social and religious movement 
looking to the. betterment of men. 


He is a supporter of schools and 


a friend 
of education.] He knows 


that free institutions can not subsist 
unless the sovereign elector can meet 
his duties with intelligence, and he is 
ever the champion of the free public 
school where the children of the rich 
and poor meet on common level to 
learn the duties of citizenship and the 
lessons of patriotism. The free public 
schools whatever . their enemies may 
say against them, have in the lawyers 
of this land a bulwark which no antag- 
onism can break down. The lawyer 
appreciates the need of the public 
schools to convert into American citi- 
zens the illiteracy from Southern Eur- 
ope that is overrunning our cities. He 
is the friend and supporter of religion 
and the builder of churches. He-is no 
bigot tied to any narrow creed, but his 
religion is broad as the Gospel of 
Love. 
He does not believe that by 


some good fortune the way to eternal 
felicity has been pointed out to him 
and denied to all his brethren in every 
church but his own. The census taker 
may not be able to classify him in any 
particular church, but he is none the 
less religious on that account. 
He 


helps to build all. He attends services 
in all. He delights in whatever of 
good he finds in each. "He finds with 
joy the grain of gold in every creed, 
and floods with light and love 
the 


germs of good in every soul." 


He believes in honest and economic 


administration of public office* Office 
is a public trust and the officer a trus- 
tee for the public; and he believes that 
trustees should always be ready to ac- 
count for everything in their charge. 
He is the enemy 
of peculation and 


graft in oflice and .out of it; and he 
differs from the other members of the 
community in the fact that he knows 
these things when he sees them. He 
should be, and is, the very scourge of 
every dishonest man in oflice. 


The lawyer standing at the forefront 


in every business enterprise, in every 
education and intellectual movement, 
in every social and religious move- 
ment, meeting .all the obligations "of his 
place and generation, responding to 
all demands upon his time and means, 
cheerful in adversity, courageous in 
defeat, but not exultant in victory, 
goes on his way being, let us hope, 
what he ought to be, a credit to the 
greatest profession on earth and an 
honor to the human race.

A New View of the "American Peril." 


If fear is the true genesis of interna- 


tional respect, as Germany's great kai- 
ser declared, it would seem that our 
status as a factor in world politics !•» 
doomed to a speedy and a radical 
change in the eyes of the Germans to- 
day. 
"Die Wacht am Rhein" against 


the American commercial bogyuiau 
has been a ridiculous precaution, ac- 
cording to the latest reports of the 
spies and scouts sent out to look our 
forces and armament O'ver. Not that 
they were really underhand spies and 
informers, those engineers, mechanics, 
scientists,« educators, merchants and 
manufacturers •« ho came to the world's 
fair in throngs and went home to speak 
their pieces in public. Their business 
here was to examine the details of our 
commercial, industrial and agricultural 
methods and size up for stay at homes 
the much talked of "American peril." 
Says United States Consul General F. 
H. Mason in a report from Berlin: 


One can hardly take up a German news- 
paper -without finding a roore or Jess ex- 
tended report of what some one of these 
, clever observers had found and learned 
In the United States and has related to 
his verein or local chamber of commerce, 
•with his comments and conclusions as to 
what it all means to Germany. 
It Is quite worthy of note that the gen- 
eral tone of these reports is distinctly re- 
assuring to the hearers before whom they 
have been delivered. While admitting free- 
ly the boundless resources of our country, 
the energy, industry and unsurpassed me- 
chanical skill of the people, the superior- 
ity of our factory system, the speed and 
cheapness of rail transportation and the 
restless progressive spirit which is always 
looking for a new and better machine or 
method than the one already in uge, the 
German experts find, or think they have 
found, defects in many parts of the Amer- 
ican ss'stem, which unless reformed will 
continue to weaken our country's grasp 
upon international trade and piomote the 
Interests of competing nations. Without 
necessarily concurring in these criticisms, 
It may be of timely interest to hear and 
consider briefly what they are

everything outside the United States"

serious handicap in the quest of 


foreign trade in the opinion of German 
critics. The sending of agents to do 
business "in countries where they do 
not speak tbe native language these 
experts consider an amazing folly. The 
filgh standing and excellence of half 
a dozen great technical schools in this 
country are conceded by the Germans. 
But in spite of these facilities there is 
a meagerness of technical education 
here for a land numbering 80,000,000 
people whose students are destined for 
a useful life. 
' The trifling contingent of technically 
educated men in comparison with tbe 
throng of lawyers, dentists and phy- 
sicians turned out each year seems to 
the Germans shortsighted and improvi- 
dent, and our commercial education 
they look upon as little better than a 
farce. Says Mr. Mason: 


Reduced to simplest terms, these in- 
vestigators generally conclude that the 
reliance on a general and more or less 
superficial education, together -with nat- 
ural adaptability, to fit young men for 
almost every walk m life and the lack 
of specialized study in phjsical science, 
modern languages and the industrial arts 
will, if persisted in, neutralize much of 
the advantage watch our country enjoys 
through natural resources and advan- 
tageous geographical position for the 
South American, Mexican and Asiatic 
trade- 


The consul general closes his report 


with a word on the German workmen, 
who, it seems, are an important factor 
in standing off the "American peril." 
These workmen have been taught to 
take the American rate of production 
as tbe standard to work up to and 
even surpass. Since the future pros- 
perity of German manufacturers will 
depend upon their ability to compete 
with those of America, the German 
workmen of the better class have couie 
to< the conclusion that their best in- 
terest is to be as efficient and produc- 
tive as possible. "There 5s a new and 
a pervading ambition to beat the for- 
eigner at bis own game and with his 
own tools," says Mr. Mason, adding 
that this highly educated, efficient and 
ambitions labor costs tbe German em- 
ployer only from one-third to one-half 
tb$ wages paid in tbe 1'nited States 
and tlwt it is comparatively tractable 
ariB easily naanaged.

Work 
will cease until the flooded entries are 
pumped out.- It is known that there 
are at least ten bodies in the flooded 
portion of the mine and some believe 
more will be found, it will srobably 
be the middle of next week before 
the work of pumping the mine is com- 
pleted and all the bodies recovered. 
Scores of funerals arc taking place to- 
'lay. 


Birmingham, Ala , Feb. 23.—The 


rescuers are still heroically at work 
in the Virginia slope, and as the dig- 
gers advance, the bodies further in the 
mine are found to be worse burned and 
mutilated than those nearer the ex- 
terior. -No hope is now held out that 
any of the men can be alive. Only 
three men' were found whose hearts 
were still beating, but they expired 
immediately on reaching the outside 
air. 
Seventy-five bodies have been 


recovered.

has come promptly forward in the mat- 
ter of relieving the destitute families 
of the victims and mass meetings have 
been held in Birmingham, Bessemer, 
Ensley and Pratt City for that pur- 
pose.

raised more than ?3,000 for the suf- 
ferers. Alabama ciistrist No. 20, Unit- 
ed Mine Workers of America, voted 
$5,000 to be distributed among the be- 
reaved families, and this is considered 
extraordinary generosity in view of 
the enormous expense the district or- 
ganization is having in view of the 
strike.

Tariff Bill Up. 


Havana, Feb. 23.—Tbe house of rep- 


resentatives began discussion of the 
bill to increase the duty of J1.20 per 
100 kilos on rice to $2.75, and also 
increasing the duties on onions, starch, 
potatoes, corn and beans.

John Price, A Former Newark Man 


Killed af.Circieville, 


A BAD FEELING BETWEEN TWO YOUNG MEN, 


Quarrel Renewed in Slaughter House and Tragedy lol- 


lowed-Webbe Who Was Badly Hurt Was Captured 


Ten Miles Away From Circlevilie in 


The Afternoon, 


John Price, a former Newark man, 


brother of Charles Price of this city, 
and Mrs. George Bash 
of Granville, 


was stabbed in the heart and instant- 


ly killed by Henry Webbe Wednesday 
at the Hosier Packing .company's ab 
batoir, Circlevilie, Ohio, where they 
were fellow butchers. A dispatch from 


Circlevilie says: 


"Bad feeling had existed 
between 


them a short time. Tht quarrel was 
renewed Wednesday. 
WobbP went to 


J^Ir. Hosier .-and asked to be released 
saying he could not get along with 
Price. 


"Price evidently heard of Webbe's 


intention, for in a few minutes after 
the Jatter had resumed his work Price 
went up to him and said: "We might 
as well settle this now." Then Price 
struck him a blow in the face with 
his knife, cutting a long gash in his 
cheek. As he passed Webbe, in an ef 
fort to use his knife again, Webbe 
turned suddenly and 
plunged 
his 


knife to the hilt in his heart, killing 
him instantly.
